Sangamon County had twenty votes in the 
convention, all of them Cullom men, and they 
voted with Chapman.

All the old Cullom folks, who held positions 
under him when he was Governor or got Fed- 
eral patronage from him since he has been in 
the Senate, voted in the affirmative. So did 
50Q people on the floor of that convention 
who were opposed to the nomination of Shel- 
by M. Cullom or anybody else. The conse- 
quence was that William Mason was well 
trounced.

Henry Wulff was nominated for State 
_Treasurer on the first round, receiving 756 
votes, against 326 for Mr. Tracy and 253 for 


Gen. Atkins, The vote for Mr. Tracy was 


larger than many had given him. The best 
advised politicians here seemed fo think Gen.

Continuation of the Coinage of Shver= 
Bill Is Reported Specially Affecting 
Surveys of Coal Lands, 
Wasurnerton, D. C., July 25, —[Special.]— 
“* Matters are in a pretty good shape so far as. 
appropriations for the support of the National 
Governinent are concerned,” remarked Rep- 
resentative Dockery of the Appropriations 
committee, ‘“‘and thus farsix of the appro- 
priation bills are out of the way, having 
passed both Houses and been signed by the 
President. These are the diplomatic and 
consular, legislative, executive, and judicial, 
military academy, naval, pensions, and post- 
office appropriation bills. There are now in 
conference the agricultural, army, District of 
Columbia, fortifications, Indian, and rivers 
and harbors bills, while the deficiency and 
the sundry civil bills are still in the hands of 
the Senate. Committee on Appropriations. 
Inasmuch as the fortification bill is about 
ready tocome out of conference, this will 
makeseven of the appropriation bills prac- 
tically completed. In the case of the agri- 
cultural bill there isa dispuge between the 
conferrees concerning an appropriation of

There has’ been no cessation of the coinage 
of silver since the repeal of the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman act, particularly in the 
matter of subsidiary coins like halves, quar. 
ters, and dimes. It is optional with the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury whether or not the coin- 
age of silver shall continue, and 1t has been 
his intention to keep the employés of the 
mint engaged in working off the silver bullion 
rather than compel them to sit around idle, 
During the month of June there was $600 
in subsidiary coins of the United States 
turned out at the Philadelphia mint, while at 
the New Orleans mint as high as 32,000 
silver'dollars a day have been minted. Noth- 
ing has been done in the way of coinage by 
the Carson mint for the last ten months, and 
this probably gave rise to the story that the 
coinage of silver money hed been discontinu- 
ed by the United States Government. Asa 
matter of fact, however, the Philadelphia and 
New Orleans mints have been run at their 
fullest capacity, with a view to furnishing 
sinall change to supply the demands from all 
parts of the country. At the Philadelphia 
mint proof sets of silver dollars ranging from 
175 to 300 silver dollars have been turned 
out cach month since May and disposed of to 
collectors at a profit to the United States.

NO DEFINITE POLICY Is OUTLINED. 


Substantially the Mouse Will Have to Ac- 
cept the Senate Bill. 

Wasuiveton, D, C., July 25.—The Senate 
will accede to the request of the House for 
another conference on the tariff bill and its 
conferrees willreturn to the meeting with 
those of the House untrammeled by any spe- 
cific instructions whatever. This was the 
conclusion of the Democratic Sena. 
torial caucus, which adjourned sine die 
a few minutes after 5 o’clock today 
after a two days’ sitting. While the caucus 
did not 2ommit itself toany definite line of 
policy in so many words, the conferrees feel 
with their Democratit colleagues that they 
understand whata majority of them desire, 
and they believe this to be that they shail 
stand substantially for the Senate bill. 
It became evident soon after the caucus con- 
vened today that the resolution of Senator 
Jarvis to send the bill back to conference 
without instructions was the only course open 
to the caucus. The other propositions present- 
ed were those of Senator Vilas ana his friends, 
one of which provided for instructions to the 
Senate conferrees to recede from the one- 
eighth of a cent differential on refined 
sugar, without any other change in the sugar 
schedule, and the other to substitute for the 
present tariff schedule a duty of 45 per cent 
ad valorem without any differential, and that 
of the conservatives to instruet the 
committee to stand by the Senate amend- 
ments. Senator Vilas and two or three other 
Senators opposed the latter course and the 
couservative Senators declared absolutely 
and emphatically that they would not accept 
the Vilas proposition to recede from the dif- 
ferential, even though the ad valorem should 
be increased to 45 per cent or any other sum 
within reason. 

Louisiana’s Plan Not in Favor. 


The Louisiana Senators indicated a willing- 
ness, as they had done yesterday, to accept 
the substitution of a per cent duty 
straight. The proposition did not, however, 
meet with general favor as the wisest course 
to pursue in view of the hostility of the 
New Jersey Senator and those who acted 
with him, and in view of the fact that several 
Senators who stated that they agreed with Mr. 
Vilas in his opposition to the sugar trust as a 
matter of principle advisedin favor of the 
cessation of all efforts to give formal in- 
structions. 

There have been few secret conferences 
from which so many conflicting reports em- 
anated, and it was apparent that each Senator 
took away an understanding to suit himself as 
to what implied instructions the conferrees 
were under, Some felt the Senate bill woulc« 
be adhered to and others that the main point of 
difference, the one-eighth of a cent per 
pound on refined sugar, was to be elimi- 
nated and perhaps a new sugar schedule _pre- 
sented. Butfrom those Seaators who have 
been managing the bill the statement came 
with forceful emphasis that upon 
the main propositions upon which 
the Houses differed—sugar, coal, and iron 
ore — there would’ no change 
from the Senate bili when it was returned 
from conference. One thing which every one 
felt assured of was that forty-three votes could 
be counted on to send the bill back to confer- 
ence. |

LIEUT. STONE ON ARMOUR PLATES, 


Tells the Investigators of His Connection 
with the Carnegie Company. 
Wasuinaton, D. C., July 25.—Lieut. 
Charies A. Stone of the retired list of the 
navy, who has been for three years ordnance 
officer of the Carnegie company, was the first 
witness at the armor plate investigation to- 
day. His duties, he said, were the witnessing 
of ballistic trials and generally as technical 
adviser. When asked for the results of the 
recent government trials of plates 469, 531, 
and 619 he demurred, on the ground that he 
had been present by courtesy of the govern- 
ment, but finally consented. The top halves 
of the first two plates, he said, failed bya 
narrow margin of the requirements for ob- 
tainmg a premium, while the lower halves 
failed by a wide margin. In the case of the 
third plate the top half secured a pre- 
mium and the bottom half failed. 
The bottom half, other things being 
equal, was generally considered the better 
piece, he said. The Lieutenant had been on 
the retired list since last December, he said, 
had been employed by the Carnegie company 
three years, drawing pay from the govern- 
ment and from the Carnegie company both 
until he was placed on the retired list. 
Chairman Cummings asked, * Did you ever 
make any reports, or in other words, do any- 
thing for the government in that line.”’

LAND BILL REPORTED IN THE HOUSE, 


It Contains Special Provisions for the Sur- 
veying of Coal Lands. 

Wasuinertor, D. C., July 25.—Representa- 
tive Hall of Minnesota today reported to the 
House a bill amending the existing law re- 
garding public lands. Provision is made 
whereby settlers in townships not mineral or 
reserved by the government or persons and 
associations lawfully possessed of coal lands 
or owners or grantees of public lands shall 
have the right to have such lands surveyed 
under certain conditions. This feature of the 
bill bas in view the enlargement of the facili 
ties contained in the coal land laws by. per- 
mitting such lands to be surveyed as can now 
be done in the case of agricultural lands re- 
quired for actual settlement. The discoverer: 
of a valuable deposit of coal upon the unsur- 
veyed public domain may now take posses- 
sion of and héld his mine, yet there is no pro- 
vision of law under which a patent can issue 
therefor until the public surveys have been so 
extended as toembrace it. Another feature 
of the bill provides that when settiers or own- 
ers or graptees of public lands make deposits 
in payment of the cost of surveys certificates 
shail be issued therefor and these may be used 
in part payment for the lands settled upon. 


FRENCH ENTHUSIASM WAS AROUSED. 


Resolutions Relating to Carnot’s Assassi- 
nation Touched Gallic Legislator«, 

Wasuineton, D. C., July 25.—In the House 
today the communications were read which 
passed between the French Government and 
the American Embassy at Paris relative to 
the assassination of President Carnot. The 
Secretary of the United States Embassy 
stated the resolutions of condolence of the 
House and Senate were read in the French 
Chamber of Deputies and Senate amid great 
enthusiasm. ‘The conference report on the 
legislative, executive, and judicial appropria- 
tion bill was laid before the House and gave 
rise to considerable discussion, principally on 
the clause giving the Commissioner of Pen- 
sions $250,000 (a compromise between the 
$200,000 of the House and $300,000 of the 
Senate) for making special examinations. 
The report was agreed to, At 5:05 the House 
adjourned.

CARLISLE HAS A TALK WITH CRISP,

ing that Mr. Crisp would not arrive for some 
time the Secretary said that engagements at 
the Treasury would prevent him from wait- 
ing and the meeting was deferred.

Secretary Carlisle returned to the House at 
4:30 and was with Speaker Crisp in the lat- 
ter’s private office for half an hour. As Mr. 
Carlisle came away he was asked if the con- 


ference related to the tariff. 

‘*No,’”’ said he. “I wished to see the 
Speaker on the free ship bill and a_ bill con- 
cerning the revenue marine service; the tariff 
was not discussed in any way. There is no 
significance in my seeing the Speaker beyond 
my desire to expedite these two legislative 
matters,” . 
Speaker Crisp said tonight that no program 
or plan of action on the tariff so faras the 
House was concerned had been or would be 
outlined until the Senate had acted on the 
question of sending the bill back to confer- 
ence.

SENATOR CULLOM SEEMS SATISFIED. 


He Thinks the Action of the Convention 
Proper and Commendatory. 

Wasuineron, D. C., July 25.—([Special. ]— 
Senator Cullom was found at his residence on 
Massachusetts avenue, taking matters coolly 
and apparently -perfectiy satisfied with the 
situation. At least such was the impression 
conveyed by his replies to the interrogatories 
of Tus Trisuye correspondent. 

. It has been known tu me for some time.” 
said the Senator, “that there was a growing 
sentiment in [ilinois against the Repubtican 
convention following in the footsteps of the 
Democrats in this respect. Particu- 
larly was this true aftet. the manner in 
which tife pomination of Franklin MacVeagh 
was alleged to have been brought about. I 
mean by the dominant faction in Cook Coun- 
ty, headed by Mayor Hopkins.

TWO NEW YORK BANKS SWIN DLED. 


Forged Checks to the Amount of Over 
$117,000 Are Foisted on Them. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., July, 25.—[Special.]— 
A scheme by which New York banks will lose 
large sums of money came to light here this 
evening. Two checks were received here this 
morning by the Columbia National Bank ag- 
gregating $61,600. The checks, forwarded 
by the Lincoln National Bank of New York 
for collection, were signed by David Cole- 
man, ana certified by E, O. Rice, payimg teller. 
Clarence Carson, the cashier of the Columbia 
Bank, immediately recognized the fact 
that the checks were spurious, and an exarm- 
ination of she books showed that no person 
nained David Coleman had éver had an ac- 
count with the bank. It was also found that 
no one named E. V. Rice had ever been pay- 
ing teller. The Lincoln Bank was notified of 
the fact as soon as possible. Later in 
the day the Columbia Bank received 
another check of a sivnilar character through 
the Washington clearing house. The check 
was for $20,500, and had come through the 
Fourteenth Street National Bank of New 
York, In the afternoon a telegram was re- 
ceived from.the First National Bank of Pat- 
erson, N. J., asking if a check for $35,000 
drawn by Coleman and certified by Rice was 
good. Word was sent that it was not. 
The checks were evidently the work of 
one familiar with. banking methods, but 
bank officials are wholly in the dark as to 
who has committed these daring forgeries. 
It is thought Coleman has several confeder- 
ates and that more of his work will come to 
light soon. The officials here are at a loss to 
know how the New York banks could have 
been taken in so easily. The total amount so 
far is $117,100. 


MAYOR WILL GIVE PULLMAN A WEEE. 


If the Works Aren’t Opened Soon the Mil- 
itia Will Be Withdrawn. 

Assistant Adjutant-Generai Hugh Bayle and 
Col. Neumeister of the Governor's staff went 
down to Pullman last night to get informa- 
tion regarding the situation. They had along 
conference with Col. Turner, and will make 
further investigations today with a’view to de- 
termining when the situation may be consid- 
ered safe enough to withdraw the troops. 
Mayor Hopkins was also at Hotel Florence 
talking with these officials. He said some- 
thing would have to be done soor to bring 
things toa head. “I had a talk with Mr. 
Wickes today,”” continued the Mayor, ‘“‘ and 
told him I could not under existing circum- 
stances justify myself in keeping a regiment of 
men waiting to suppress riots when the shops 
are opened. Wickes said they were going to 
open, but I could not get him to say when. I 
amin willing to let the troops stay another week, 
but not unti] September or November. It is 
unjust to the members of the National Guard 
and unfairto the State tohold them with 
nothing todo whenthe Pullman company 
won’t make a move towards resuming busi- 
ness. I intimated tohim thatthe company 
must reach some sort of a decision withina 
week. The strikers tell me they are going to 
wip. I have no fears of trouble from the men 
at Puliman, but crowds of railroad strikeFs 
might gather there from other parts of the 
city and commit depredations.”’

Mr. Elliott said: | | 

Gentlemen of the Convention: The Republican 
party of Wisconsin has here assembled in con- 
vention for the purpose of taking proper action 
for the relief of the dying industries of our State. 
Ability to say “I told you so’ may gratify van- 
ity, but breeds no comfort, nor 1s there profit in 
looking backward except to learn from the ex- 
perience of the past those lessons that will most 
safely guide the future. For that purpose only 
let us recall the fact that when we convened in 
August. 1892, our whole country was enjoying 
an unprecented degree of prosperity; Money was 
more plenty, trade was more brisk, employment 
was more certain, wages were more remunerative 
than ever before. Our hens laid golden eggs, 
the Jand flowed with milk and honey, the dawn 
of every day was heralded by a national anthem 
from the whistles of myriads of factories. These 
should have been the signs of a prosperous and 
contentedspeople; they. were the signs of a pros- 
perous people, but the very prosperity | that re- 
suited from the enforcement of Republican pol- 
icy was made the chief argument for its over- 
throw because it was a prosperity that was lim- 
ited to no class, but was shared, without dis- 
crimination, by rich and poor alike. . 

The introduction of Wilson bill with allits radi- 
cal changes was a necessary aud logical sequence 
of Democratic ‘success, and the history of that 
bill proves how easy it is for imbecility to hang 
upon the coattail of ignorance. There is nota 
Democrat in Congress who is not an ardent ad- 
vocate of free trade as regards every interest ex- 
cept the particular ones he represents. Thus the 
honorable Senator from Louisiana cares nothing 
for coal: let it go on the free list: but he ae- 
inands tariff protection for sugar; the honorable 
Senator from Maryland is not concerned about 
sugar—put it on the free list; but he insists that 
coal must be protected ; the honorable, the senior 
Senator from New York is consistently Dem>- 
cratic in his treatment of coal and sugar; he 
lieves in free trade as to them. but he is ultra 
Republican in his claims for high poprecteys du- 
ties upon collars and cuffs. Oniy the honorable 
Senators from Wisconsin fail to find occasion to 
exert themselves in behalf of any home interest, 
pine lands excepted, 

Play Tennis with the Tariff. 


In this way the Democratic Congress has been 
for months playing a royal game of tennis with 
the tariff. tossing it from Senator to Senator, 
from committee to committee, from House to 
House. while commerce, manufactures, and 
trade have been forced to look idly on with the 
beggarly satisfaction of knowing that after the 
honorable gentiemen become tired of their game 
American industries will have to swallow the 
ball. and that the pill will be none the less bittez 
by reason of its sugar coating. ; 

These are the natural, the inevitable changes 
resulting from the attempt to transplant from 
British soil a financial system that is antagonis- 
tic to American conditions. Though watered by 
the tears of millions of starving women and 

ildren it will not thrive. The climate of Amer. 
is againstit. Yet the struggie to introduce it 
here has been the chief feature of an adminis- 
tration whose only remaining noteworthy inci 
dent in domestic affairs has been the revolt of 
his party against tne President upon the silver 
question: a revolt led by the Solid South and 
only suppressed by Republican votes. 

The most impartial critic will seek in vain for 
ayything to commend in such a record, but, bad 
as it is. it finds a fitting counterpart in a foreign 
policy that is a masterpiece of imbecility. Hav- 
ing no competent man in his own party, Mr. 
Cleveland takes a disappointed politician of Re- 
publican antecedents and hides him in the shoes 
once worn by James G. Blaine. The sole ambition 
of this man seems to have been to reverse, so far 
as possible, the policy of his great predecessor. It 
is not surprising that he should find in the Queen 
of the Cannibal Islands a dusky Venus arising 
from the western sea, nor that he should be in- 
spired to drape her expansive charms under the 
protecting folds of the American flag. 

The eraof polysyllabic statesmanship is draw- 
ing toaclose. It has given the people an object 
lesson that they will never forget; it has demon- 
strated that, except as a smoke constmer, the 
Democratic party is of no use in this country, 
and that, as a smoke consumer, it costs too much ; 
it consumes not only the smoke but the business 
that produces it. Revolting against a party and 
its policy that bas reduced them from affluence 
to penury the people now look to Republican 
principles for relief. Those principles have un- 
dergone no change. They cannot change; con- 
ceived in the desire to free the oppressed and 
perpetuated in the determination to protect the 
rights and redress the wrongs of all -American 
citizens. without discrimination, they illuminate 
the most glorious pages of the history of the 
world, and we whe have here convened atone of 
the most critical crises in national affairs can 
most surely prove our title to public confidence 
by reaflirming those principles both in their 
spirit and in their letter 

Let us reaffirm, then, the principle that the na- 
tional credit and the national currency shall be 
maintained at par forever; that silver is a neces- 
sity to our currency, but that no dollar should be 
issued fromthe National Treasury thatis not 
either intrinsically worth 100 cents or that is not 
redeemabie upon demand by 100 cents. A nation 
which advertises its trust in God upon debased 
and dishonored coinage proves itseif more compe- 
tent to trustthan tobe trusted. A thing can have 
but one standard of measurement, whether that 
thing is money, or time, or distance, or what you 
will, and though the nameof the thing may be 
changed at pleasure, the thing itself can never be 
changed. No mancan lengthen an inchinto a 
foot by juggling with its name or by creating a 
double standard for its measurement. 


Silver Dollar a White Lie. 


It follows that the white lie which the govern- 
ment tells whenever it issues a silver dollar de- 
ceives no one; itis not a dollar because itis 
worth but 63 cents, and it never will be a dollar 
until the government pledges its faith to redeem 
it at par, in gold. That piedge the government 
has never given, but should give, and, when it 
does give it, the “ silver question’ will be solved. 

The management of the delicate questions aris- 
ing between capital and labor can be entrusted 
only to the grand oid party that for almost forty 
years has headed every great political reform;

Firemen Crusted by Falling Walls= Heavy

> Tar Trreune’'s Springfield dispatches tell 
how the changes were made, and it forms 
rather an interesting chapter in State poli- 
tics. 

The ticket was completed by the normina- 
tion of Alexander McLean of McDonough 
County, Samuel A. Bullard of sa#hgamon 
County, and Mrs. J. M. Flower of Cook 
County as candidates for Trustees of the State 
University. 

The platform was practically outlined in 
Tue Trisune’s Springfield dispatches yester- 
day morning. It reaffirms its belief in the 
principles of civil and religious liberty upon 
which the government was founded; inain- 
tains the right and justice of the American 
doctrine of protection to American industries: 
denounces the Wilson bill; indorses bimetal- 
listn ; favors liberal pensions; denounces the 
Administration’s Hawaiian policy; arraigns 
Altgeld as a conspicuous official misfit; and 
indorses the entire Republican delegation in 
Congress from Illinois. 


ALD. MANN’S ADDRESS. 

The speech of Ald. James R. Mann of Chi- 
cago, Temporary Chairman of the Repub- 
lican State convention, is not lacking in point 
and aggressiveness. It sounds the note of 
combat and has the ring of victory. He told 
the story of the Republican party, its thirty 
years of successful rule during which the 
country prospered as it had never prospered 
before, and how, during all that period, from 
1860 to 1892, every step of advancement, 
every law, and every principle were denouuced 
by the Democrats. He arraigned them for 
proclaiming the war a failure, for denouncing 
the issue of legal tender paper money, the re- 
sumption of specie payments, and the protec- 
tion of American industries, In the midst of 
all this prosperity— 

It sought to strike down American industries 

and cheapen American labor for the benefit of 
foreign competition. It went before the country 
with continuous promises of its ability. if in con- 
trol, tocheapen the cost of liVing while main- 
taining the price of labor, to reduce the expense 
of manufactured articles to the consumer with- 
out affecting the wages of the workers. It prom. 
ised all things to all men. It claimed the power 
to cheapen money without affecting credit. It 
proceeded upon the Barnum theory of hu#fbueg- 
ging the American people. It told the farmer 
that he was defrauded, the laborer. that he was 
oppressed, all citizens that they were robbed. It 
held out glittering promises of wealth without 
work, of high prices to those who sell and low 
prices to those who buy. 
“The confidence game was successful. The 
people were deluded into making the change, 
and the change came with the suddenness of a 
bolt out of the clear sky. It wasa change to 
panic, closed factories, suspended business, 
marching armies of tramps, strikes, boycotts. 
uprising of Anarchists, riots, incendiarism, 
and defiance of the government and the law. 
This is what the country got for its. change, 
and this is not all, as the speaker pointed out. 
They have got a Democratic majority in 
Washington which has demonstrated its in- 
ability to carry out its own platform and to 
administer the government, and shown its 
lack of wisdom, statesmanship, and honesty. 
In Illinois the Democrats sold their nomina- 
tion for Governor to a rich demagogue— 

Who lacked every instinct of orderly govern- 

ment, who has madeevery State appointment with 
a view to his own personal aggrandizement, who 
has encouraged anarchy. abetted disorder, 
shielded crime, pardoned criminals, looked smil- 
ingly upon mobs and riots, rebuked the courts, 
scandalized the various State charitable institu- 
tions and park boards, and in every respect 
brought dishonor and discredit upon the fair 
ja ogee of our glorious State. 

Whi month another Democratic con- 
vention ‘* bartered a nomination for United 
States Senator to a wealthy free-trade dilet- 
tante, who, not having been sufficiently rec- 
ognized according to his own judgment by the 
Republican party, has revently avowed him- 
self a Democrat, and now seeks to prove his 


Democracy by the violence of his opinions,” 


| a candidate who is not only a trimmer and a 
straddier, but who believes in ultimate free 
trade and wants to take it by inches. ‘* He 
would -cut off a little now and a little more 
next year and a little more the year following 
and would keep the country in a constant 
state of struggling poverty in order to ulti- 
mately have the people of this country do 
busihess upon a free-trade basis and compete 
with the cheap labor not only of Europe but . 
of India and China.” The Chairman’s speech 
closed with an augury of victory if the party 
acts with resolution, with prudence, with 
vigor,and with thorough determination as well 
as with wisdoin and moderation: , 

We turned over to the Democratic party 4 pros- 
perous nation, smiling with plenty. The people 
were at peace with themselves and with the 
world. We shall receive from the Democratic, 
party a nation filled with disorder and with dis- 
content, plenteous only with hardship and hun- 
ger. But we shall find the same natural condi 
tions existing here, the same bright sun, the Saure 
fertile soil, the same rich ores, the same fair 
fields, the same bright minds, the same willing 
hands and hearts, and all these, guided again by 
Republican legislation, urged on by Republican 
rule, inspired by the spirit of Republican suc- 
cess, will turn from the downward march toward 
poverty and constant disorder to the upward, on- 
ward path of renewed prosperity. 

It is not remarkable that Ald. Mann’s 
speech roused the convention to an extraor- 
dinary pitch of enthusiasm. It sounded the 
keynote of the further proceedings. It was a 
challenge to the enemy, who is already in a 
condition of panic and demoralization. It 
wisely counseled prudence and moderation 
while it proclaimed victory. Ald. Mann 
could have taken no:stronger position than to 
draw a contrast between the thirty years of 
Republican prosperity and the two years of 
Democratic panic, demoralization, confusion, 
ana incapacity.

THEY SAY THEY WERE. MERE -FIGURE- 
HEADS. 

One of the most astonishing disclosures of 
the boycott was left for the last. It was that 
the men who were supposed by the public to 
have originated and engineered it had noth- 
ing whatever todo withit. It has been‘be- 
lieved for some weeks that Debs, Howard, and 
two or three others were the head and front, 
the spirit, bone, and sinews of the atrike. Ac- 
cording to their present statement that is un- 
true; the strike ran itself while they looked 
on. How it ran itself they pretend they do 
not know, but they are positive they had 
nothing to do with it. 

This disclaimer comes rather late. That 
‘was not the way Debs talked early in July 
when he was attempting to dictate terms to 
railroad managers, was issuing proclamations 
to the people, and was stating the conditions 
on which he would allow trains torun. Since 
then he has been indicted and also arrested 
for contempt, and this modest claim that the 
strike was none ofhis doing is the best de- 
fense his lawyers can make for him. Huamil- 
iating though it must befor Debs and the 
other leaders, they plead now that they were 
not the leaders at all, and that while they 
drew salaries for fomenting strikes, boycotts, 
and riots they did nothing—that they were 
merely names behind which other men hid 
themselves and did the work! 

Their lawyers asked with great impudence 
that this denial of all responsibility be ac- 
cepted by the court as satisfactory and the 
defendants be allowed to go free. The court 
refused todo that and decided to give the 
government a chance to show that Messrs. 
Debs, Howard, and Rogers et al. were not the 
inert and unimportant persons they say now 
that they were. 
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THE THREATENED WAR IN COREA. 

The Japanese, fired upon by the Coreans, 
have returned the fire with interest. It is re- 
ported they have. also attacked and sunk a 
Chinese transport. At last accounts, both 
Chinese and Japanese troops were on the 
march toward each other with every prospect 
of a hostile encounter. It is evident there- 
fore that the war cloud is gathering rapidly in 
little Corea and that it is likely to be the 
scene of a serious conflict if the great powers 
do not take China and Japan by the ears and 
separate them and. put them under bonds to 
keep the peace. ° 

From the technical point of view Japan 
would appear to have the rights of the case in 
this disagreement with China, Corea is under 
the suzerainty of China, which therefore 
claims the right to regulate its affairs. But 
on the other hand it is provided by treaty be- 
tween China and Japan that whenever the 
emergency occurs there shall be a joint occu- 
pation of Corea und that the two powers 
jointly shall preserve its autonomy. An 
emergency of this kind has occurred and 
China refuses to act. with Japan notwith- 
standing the provisions of the treaty. On the 
contrary it has sent an army there to occupy 
Corea. It adds to the gravity of the situation 
that Japan has a stronger commercial influ- 
ence in Corea than China. There are no less 
than 10,000 Japanese merchants there and 
their business has been harassed in every 
possible way by the Coreans, who are more 
friendly to the Chinese than to the Japanese. 
The action of China in sending troops on her 
own account has been followed promptly by 
Japan,and thus there are two armies there, 
but not in joint occupation. They are there 
with arms corfronting each other, in the in- 
terests of territorial aggrandizement and 
greed, = 

Should war break out and the great powers 
not interfere there can be little doubt how it 
weuld result. A war between Japan and 
China would be like a war between England 
and Europe. Japan, like England, has about 
4@ millions of people, while China, like the 
rest of Europe, has 300 millions or more. 
Geographically Japan bears about the same 
relation to China that England does to 
Europe. The Japanese have a better and 
stronger navy than the Chinese, as they are a 
more progressive people and quicker to 
adopt modern naval ideas. The Japanese 
navy has twenty-two fightmg vessels, twelve 
of them of steel, one of iron, seven com- 
posite, and two wooden. Of these five are 
completely armored and eight are . protected 
cruisers. Their average speed is about 19 
knots an hour and two of them are capable of 
22)¢. The Chinese navy has been greatly 
strengthened during the last ten years and it 
now exceeds that of Japan in numbers, but 
not in fighting capacity, as it has but one 
first-class battleship and its nine best cruisers 
are all of the second class. A war between 
China and Japan, however, would not be 
fought on the water. It would bea fight be- 
tween armies, and in such a fight China 
would conquer by sheer force of numbers. 
On a peace footing the army of Japan 
pumbers 73,000; on the war footing the 
most it can muster is 260,000. The Chinese 
army on @ peace tooting numbers 300,000, 
while its fighting strength is a round million. 
It is moreover now armed with foreign-made 
improved weapons. 

Outside the parties immediately concerned 
in case of war the princival interest would 
center in the action of Russia, who is sup- 
posed to be behind China, as.she wishes to 
wet seaports on the eastern shore of Asia: of 
France, who has important interests in that 
quarter; and of England, who does not wish 
Russia to strengthen her Asiatic possessiuns 
and add to the menece she already offers to 
English interests in India and Burmah. It 
is not at all unlikely, therefore, in the case of 
actual war between China and Japan that the 


European powers sooner or later will inter- 
veae in the interests of peace. 


ERWIN’S PLEA FOR ANARCHY. 

It has been said that Mr. Erwin of St. Paul, 
one of the counsel for Debs and hie associates, 
was a good doal of alawyer. If he is to be 
judged by what he said before Judge Woods 


_ yesterday he isus ignorant of law as Debs 


himself, and like him is one of those people 
of “unfurnished brows and tempestuous 
tongues ’’ who have been sucha curse to the 
workingmen. : : 

This 1s his argument: Pullman would not 
arbitrate and there was no law to muke him 
do so. Therefore the American Railway 


_ Union ordered the railroads to bring pressure 


to bear on Pullinan by not using his sleeping 
cars. .They refused to break their contracts 
with Pullman “ and entered into a conspiracy 
to sustain*him ih his illegal acts.” “If we 
can prove the existence of sucha conspiracy 
and the courts and officers of the government 
give no redress, then the question is whether 
the people are sovereign’’—‘‘ whether they 
had not the right to oppose a conspiracy on 
the part of the railroads.”’ 

Pullman committed no illegal act by refus- 
ing toarbitrate. The railroads did not enter 
intoa ‘‘ conspiracy ”’ when they refused jointly 
to force Mr. Pullman to ao something the 
law did not require of him. But suppose 
Pullman and the railroads had acted illegally 
and government officers did not give relief, 
there are two methods of proceeding against 
them. One is the method recognized by 
American Constitutions, which is to seek re- 
dress at the ballot box and to elect there men 
who will enforce laws which have been vio- 
lated and enact new laws if necessary. The 
other way, the Debs one, is the anarchistic 
method. It proceeds on the assumption that 
when something happens which displeases the 
salaried Jeaders ofa number of railroad em- 
ployés all they have to do is to order a_ boy- 
cott and call themselves the * sovereign peo- 
ple ’’ and préceed to ditch locomotives, burn 
up trains, obstruct commerce, and murder or 
wound men who are trying to run the roads 
according to their contracts with their em- 
ployers. 

It is true that the “people are sovereign,”’ 
but they have specified carefully in Constitu- 
tions and laws how sdévereignty shall be ex- 
ercised. It is to be exercised through officers 
chosen by the people and not by tumultuary 
organizations, No manisto be judge in his 
own case. No man is to claim that some one 
has wronged him and then proceed to take the 
law into his own hands. That is the Spies- 
Parsons theory. It is not that of the Ameri- 
can people, 

lt would be dangerous for Debs and his 
fellow conspirators if everybody acted on the 
doctrine laid down by Mr. Erwin. Suppos- 
ing that a few weeks ago when the farmers 
and producers generally were being injured 
and tormented by the obstruction of their 
railway highways they had talked like Mr. 
Erwin. They would have said “the question 
is whether the people are sovereiga or 
whether they have delegated all their powers 
to representatives who are asleep ’’—meanitig 
Altgeld and men of that class—‘‘ and whether 
they had not the right to oppose a conspiracy 
on the part of the Debsites to tie up their 
roads and injure them.” And if they had 
answered that question anarchistically they 
would have sailied out forthwith and laid 
hands on the strikers and hanged them with- 
out trial, 

When it comes down to adopting anarchistic 
methods the minority—and the strikers are 


ithe minority in this case—always fare worst. 


Luckily for Debs the American citizens did 
not say *“‘we are the sovereign people and 
are therefore above the law,” but they pro- 
ceeded and are proceeding, in accordance with 
the forms of law, to make Mr. Debs sick of his 
unlawful experiment on popular patience, 

No anarchistic defense will save him, No 
plea that any set of men are superior to the 
Constitution and the laws while yet unchanged 
will protect him. The baby act plea of Mr. 
Erwin’s associate will be more effective than 
this defense of Debson the ground of the 
right ‘of imsurrection.

MARYLANDERS REPUDIATE GORMAN. 

The first popular response to Presiaent 
Cleveland’s letter comes from the Eastern 
Shore of Maryland. The Democrats of Queen 
Anne County, where Senator Gibson lives, 
and where Senator Gorman bas had sway 
formerly, met Monday to elect delegates to 
the District Congressional convention. With 
the President’s letter and with Gormen’s 
speech before them they adopted resolutions 
demanding that— 

The nominee of the district shall accord Presi- 
dent Cleveland his full support and shall be 
sound on tariff reform, as the people are not dis- 
posed to tolerate nominees who will not actively 
support true Democratic principles. 

There is no ambiguity about this. The 
Democrats of this Democratic county are on 
the side of the President and against their 
own Senators. They are for Cleveland be- 
cause they think he is sounder on the tariff 
than the latter. They think he is for * true 
Democratic principles *’ while the Senators 
are not. This is but the first of the assur- 
ances of Democratic sympathy and support 
Cleveland will receive if he stands firm and 
does not abandon his ** fixed and conscientious 
convictions ’’ regarding the tariff. The more 
he cracks his whip over the heads of balky 
Senators whom selfish motives have made 
false to Democratic principles and to Demo- 
cratic policies the more the Democrats will 
applaud him.

THE TWO THINGS WOULD NOT WORK

The tariff plank of the Democrats promised 
cheap goods and high wages—tfree trade prices 
for consumers and protection pay for pro- 
ducers. The men who drafted that knew that 
those two things were antagonistic. But 
Debs, who voted for the men who ran on that 
plank, seems to have taken it seriously, and 
to heve got up his boycott strike for the pur- 
pose of carrying it out. Pullman was getting 
low tariff prices for the cars he was building, 
and was paying low tariff wages. The first 
part of this suited Debs. It was in accord- 
ance with the Democratic platform that rail- 
road companies should be able to buy cars 
more cheaply. The second part did not suit 
Debs & Co. at all. The Democratic stumpers 
and newspapers had said Pullman’s employés 
should continue to have high protection 
wages, but they were not getting them. There- 
fore the zealous Debs set out to vindicate and 
uphold the Democratic free trade platform. 
He ordered Puliman to pay protection wages. 
The latter declined. He ordered the roads to 
make him pay them. They refused. Then 
Debs ordered the boycott on the roads. The 
employés are not getting high protection 
wages, however. Such wages, indeed, are a 
rarity in this country under low tariff policy. 
Only the Democratic @fficeholders enjoy

If Debs will abandon the attempt to 
link together free trade prices and protection 
wages and devote himself to the discovery of

It is stated in a Washington dispatch that 
Senators Smith of New Jersey, Hill and 
Murphy of New York, and Irby of South

Tue Republicans of Arkansas are in a hope- 
less minority, especially since the colored 
vote of the State has been suppressed by the 
Democrats.

THERE appear in the government complaint 
a number of telegrams sent by Debs to vari- 
ous persons ordering them to strike and giv- 
ing other instructions. Debs and Howard say’ 
they never sent them and knew nothing of 
their contents till they aaw them in print. If 
this be true how badly fooled the men who 
got and acted on those telegrams have been. 
Thinking they were from Debs théy left their 
places and tried to tie up their roads. They 
reported to him what they were doing and he 
never disapproved of their acts. He never 
telegraphed back to say ‘* You have been de- 
ceived; I have given no such orders.”’ 

When the roads persisted in trying to run, 
acts of violence were committed by strikers. 
Trains were ditched. Freight cars were burn- 
ed up. Employés were assaulted, Debs dis- 
claims violence and says he is peaceful, but 
there do not appear any telegrams from Debs 
asking men to go back to work whén it 
became apparent that their striking was fol- 
lowed in every instance by these violent acts. 
On the contrary Debs or the person who used 
Debs’ name was encouraged thereby to send 
more telegrams ordering more men out, thus 
paving the way for additional acts of violence, 
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Accorpine to the statements of ‘‘ Presi- 
dent’’ Debs as prepared by his lawyer some 
parties unknownto him and his board of: 
directors have been usurping their functions, 
Some typewriter, clerk, or private secretary 
or understrapper, whose name they donot 
know, jumped in, shoved them on one side, 
and took charge of the boycott. They claim 
that while the peopie generally, and the mem- 
bers of the ‘‘ American Railway Union” in 
particular, thought the *“‘ President”’’ and the 
‘* board ’’ were doing everything, they were do- 
ing nothing, but were watching the boycott 
drift into insurrection as President Buchanan 
watched the country drifting into civil war 
while he did nothing to prevent it. 

This sneaking defense must be some 
lawyer’s work, Debs has stated on many oc- 
casions that he was a brave man: thathe was 
going to stand up for his “‘ cause ” though the 
whole Federal power was arrayed against 
him, and that judicial thunderboltc ¢‘d not

PARIS POLICE LOOK FOR CHICAGOAN, 


It Is Feared the Missing Sheldon Has Been 
Murdered. 

Paris, July 25.—The police, at the request 
of the United States Embassy, are making in- 
quiries in regard to the whereabouts ofa 
young man named Sheldon of Chicago, who 


-arrived in this city July 13 with a friend 


named Benton. Sheidon has been missing 
since July 14, and it is believed he has been 
murdered. The missing man came from the 
United States about a month ago. 

It appears that Young Sheidon, who came 
over to Paris from Southampton, was alone 
when hearrived in the Freaeh capital, and 
did not appear to have any acquaintances, 
He made his way to the Hotel Luvois, where 
he engaged board and lodging, saying he ex- 
pected ‘to be in the city some time. It is not 
related that he made any mention of having 
friends on their way to Paris. However, 
July 14, Mr. Benton arrived in the city, 
and joined Mr. Sheldon at his hotel. .The two 
Americans were together all that day, sight- 
seeing and so on, and seemed to be enjoying 
their stay. Sheldon, who apparently was 
much given to cycling, appeared in the hotel 
ater in the day attired in a bicycling suit, and 
said he was going out to hire a wheel to take a 
ride about the city and particularly in the 
Bois de Boulogne. He left Benton at the 
hotel, who evidently was not as much inter- 
ested in bicycling as was his compunion, 

That was the last seen of Sheldon. He did 
not say whether or not he intended return- 
ing that night, yet nothing strange was 
thought of his not commg back by Benton, 
who was about the place and made no re- 
marks about his friend’s absence. July 15 
Sheldon had not been heard from. Benton 
still made no comments on his absence. July 
16, however, he showed signs of alarm over 
Sheldon’s continued absence, and at last com- 


municated with the police authorities, and

The city 
has use for all the money it can collect and 
fines will aid in maintaining the smoke in- 
spector’s department. The transportation of 
coal has been sufficiently renewed for the 
smoke inspector to begin again reporting 
smoky chimneys.” 

After the conference Chief Smoke Inspector 
Adams said the tug companies would have to 
quit making smoke or be fined. He said: 

‘The tests of fuel oil on the tug Blackball 
show that it is a success. It makes no 
smoke,. makes good steam, i8 easily 
handled, and is cheaper than soft coal. 
If the tug companies do not want to try nil 
they can burn hard coal, The strike has 
demonstrated that hard coal can be used, for 
the boats have been obliged to consume It.

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MRS. SPRINGER HELD. 


MUST ANSWER TO THE GRAND JURY 
FOR ATTEMPTED BRIBERY. 


Judge Baker, in His Decision, Says the 
Evidence Shows an Attempt to Corrupt 
a Juror Had Been Made—Mrs, Marmoa 
May Have Acted from Good Motives 
and to Bring Her Tempter to Justice= 
Defendant Released on a $5,000 Bond 
Signed by Mr. Springer. . 

Mrs. Warren Springer wiil have to answer 
to the grand jury for the charges of attempted 
jury corruption. She is at liberty under 
$5,000 bonds, 

The preliminary hearing of the million- 
aire’s wife was completed before Judge Baker 
yesterday. Attorneys Furthmann and Dar- 
row for the State made their addresses, to 
which Mr, Forrest for the defense declined to 
reply. Judge Baker delivered a careful opin- 
ion, holding Mrs. Springer to await the action 
of the indicting body. It was all done peace- 
fully and smoothly--there was none of the 


war that had popped up in the previous day’s 


session. ; 

Mr. Furthmann’s opening speech for the 
State was brief, ‘I understand,” he said, 
*-that the one who instigates or advises a 
criminal act is as guilty as he who acts,”’: Mr. 
Furthmann reviewed the authorities on what 
constitutes an attempt, dwelling especially on 
that case’ wherein it has been held that a man 
who made keys intended for use in.burglary 
was guilty before the law. “‘I claim,” he 
said, * that the going to Mrs. Marmon was 
the making of the key—the making of. the in- 
strument with which to commit the crime.” 

Mr. Darrow, closing the argument, said: 

This is one of those offenses which probably 
would not be committed by going directly to the 
juror. What constitutes, what would not consti- 
tute, an attempt in a case requiring physical vio- 
lence would constitute an attempt in a case so 
insidious as that of jury bribing. It is not neces- 
sary for me to discuss the motives of Mrs. Mar- 
mon in listening to Mrs. Springer’s propositions ; 
it is suflicieut for me to say that her every aot is 
compatible with innocence. It seems to me she 
simply wanted to find out what this woman want- 
ed and to place her in the position in which she 
now is. When this woman offered Mrs. Marmon 
money she practically offered it to Mr. Marmon. 
‘The people who are to be reached ina bribery 
case are seldom offered the money directly. 

lf Mrs. Springer had really offered the money, 
and it had been accepted, this would not an 
attempt; it would be bribery. I hold that if this 
was not an attempt there could not have been 
any attempt atall until the money had been ac- 
cepted by the juror. 


Judge Baker’s Decision, 


Mr. Forrest shook his head when the Judge 
asked him if he wished to speak. ThenJudge 
Baker called for his law books and stated his 
decision, as follows: 

The statute now in forcereads: “ Whoevercor- 
rupts or attempts to corrupt, directly or indi- 
rectly, ajuror.’’ The thing sought to be pro- 
hibited is corruption of a juror by any promise, 
or the giving or offering of any gratuity with in- 
tent to influence. Itseemsto me that first. cor- 
ruption, ‘and second, any attempt to corrupt, are 
here absolutely prohibited. It does not seem 
to me the only thing forbiddenis the payment of 
money: or the offer of money directly to the juror 
himself. It is undoubtedly true the law cannot 
punish.a person on an intention; there must be 
an overkact. That overt act must bein the line 
of the commission of the act itself. The means 
used must-have some relation to the act. There 
must be some probability of their being able to 
accomplish the purpose. 

confess it may be an _ old-fashioned no- 
tion, but have always held there is 
no. _ right for -any person on earth 
outside of the court to approach a juror, and no 
person has a right to offer anything to any one 
connected with the jury to sway that person’s 
actions. To say the defendant in this case is not 
in violation of the law is simply to say that any 
person may with impunity enlist for money the 
sympathies of the wife of every juryman whosits 
in these courts. 

| do not believe any such construction of the 

statute is warranted or is fair or just. The 
statute absolutely prohibits all such attempts. 
It is said ifthe court holds Mrs. Soringer Mrs. 
Marmon must also be held. 1am unable to see 
that this follows. Mrs. Marmon is not on trial. 
She did not zo about soliciting bribes. She re- 
mained in her own house. Whatever she did was 
donethere. I think shedidit to develop the dbject- 
ive scheme of the wuman who had called on 
her; then she told her busband. As for the other 
prego. that of coercion of Mrs. Springer by 
1er husband, the only construction of the statute 
l can see is that if the wife's action was under 
violence or threats she must be acquitted and 
the husband held. Now in this case nothing of 
the sort appears. 

{t follows from what has been said that in the 
opinion of the examining magistrate the evi- 
dence does show that an attempt to. corrupt a 
juror has been committed. There are probable 
grounds for holding the defendant to await the 
action of the grand jury. 

Mrs. Springer sat very still as the Judge 
spoke, looking straight at him. She smiled 
slightly when the decision was finished and 
waved her fan languidly,. 

‘* What is to be said on either side as to the 
question of bond?”’ asked Judge Baker. 

Attorney Darrow talked with him for a mo- 
ment, and the Judge, saying that perhaps the 
first bond had been too high, announced that 
Mrs, Springer would be. admitted to bail 
under $5,000 bond. This was quickly made 
out, Warren Springer signed it, and shortly 
departed with his wife. 


HESING SPEAKS AT A PRIEST’S JUBILEE. 


Celebration at Crawfordsville, Ind., of 


Father Dineen’s Quarter Centennial. 

CRAWFORDSVILLE, Ind., July 25.—[Special. ] 
—The silver jubilee of the Rev. John Dineen 
of St. Bernard’s Church, this city, as a priest, 
was celebrated today. The principal person- 
age among the laity present was Washing- 
ton Hesing of Chicago, who was the boyhood 
friend of Father Dineen. Mr. Hesing spoke 
first at the banquet, following Gen. Lew 
Wallace, and delivered an eloquent speech on 
the grand possibilities of poor boys in Amer. 
ica, citing in eulogistic terms the success of 
Father Dineen as anexampie. This evening 
Music Hall was crowded by a brilliant as- 
sembly to hear Mr. Hesing’s address -on 
‘*Patriotism.”” He was frequently inter- 
rupted by wild outbursts of applause. The 
following is a synopsis of his address: 

Under the Stars and Stripes, under the funda- 
mental principle of this government that all men 
are born free and equal, religion tinds its best 
protection and religious defenders its. best ad- 
vocates. The very spirit of the Constitution, 
the very causes that brought our country into ex- 
istence are the best reasons why religion has 
here found its true,abiding place. In a govern- 
ment for tie people and by the people, like ours, 
the true worth of manis recognized and quali- 
ties of a superior character inherent in him will 
make felt their influence. Repubiican form of 
government as exemplified in our country is 
most conducive to absolute religious equality. 
The foundation of the State must be buiit. upon 
a civilization of which Christianity must bea 
part. One is dependent upon the other. The 
future of our country lies with the masses. The 
nearer the people are together the more demo- 
cratic and successful. The very idea of freedom 
seems to be justice. The very idea of American 
citizenship is irreconcilable to treachery to 
friends and infidelity to family. Each is de- 
pendent upon the other. Their relationship is 
reciprocal. Their interests are mutual. The 
possession of religious liberty makes the Amer- 
ican citizen. 


MIDGLEY’S LETTER NOT ENOUGH. 


Commission Men Still Complain of the 
Terminal Charge at the Stock- Yards, 
Chairman Midgley’s letter to the commis- 


sion men about the $2 terminal charges 


which the company puts on every. car of 
stock that goes to the Stock-Yards was re- 
geived yesterday. Commission men say the 
letter does not cover the facts and that the 
Stock- Yards company is not the cause of the 
new tax. They say all roads but the *Q”’ 
and the Northwestern pay 80 cents trackage 
to the yards company, and the same roads add 
$1.20 to make it the even $2. The *Q” and 
the Northwestern, because of the distance 
they travel, pay 75 cents apiece each way, or 
$1.50 each, and they then charge the yards 
company $2, making 50 cents profit. The 
commission men also claim the Eastern 
lines do nct make any $2 charges against 
shippers, which is evidence enough that the 
Stock-Yards company is not responsible for 
the $2 tax.

HE TURNS ON ERWIN. 


JUDGE WOODS DEPRECATES A RE- 
TURN TO SAVAGERY. 


Lively Speeches in the Government Con- 
tempt Case—Debs’ Attorney Talks About 
the Resumption of Sovereignty by the 
People=Motion to Quash Information 
Denied=Case Postponed to Sept. 5— 
Consequently Debs and His Party Give. 
Ball and Are Freed from Custody.. 

The crowd of attorneys, sympathizers, wit- 
nesses, and idle spectators who attended the 
Debs contempt bearfhg yesterday expecting 
to hear the opening evidence in the case, 
heard nothing of the kind, but were treated 
instead to a succession of addresses from 
bench and bar on the law of boycotts and 
strikes which were absolutely electrifying. 

First of all, Judge Woods in formaliy over- 
ruling the motion to quash the information 
discoursed with tremendous force and seri- 
ousness on the absurdity and illegality ofa 
conspiracy to suspend inter-State commerce 
and stop the mails all over the Nation in order 
to force the settlement of a local squabble 
between an employer 
Then he pointed out the applicability of the 
act of 1890 tosuch a case and the right of 
the government to ask and the court to grant 
injunctions to restrain and punish the conspir- 
ators. It seemed as if a legal trip-hammer 
were pounding on the very heads of Debs, 
Howard, Keliher, Rogers, and their coueel. 

Then came a motion from Mr. Erwiu tora 
bill of particulars from the government in- 
forming his Jlients exactly what proofs the 
government would introduce against them. 
For several minutes he and Judge Woods 
kept up a running fire of questions and 
answers and then wound up with a set speech 
from Erwin and an impassioned deliverance 
from Judge Woods in reply which will never 

. be forgotten by any who heard it. Mr. Erwin 

wae led in the course of his argument to 
make a complete disclosure of the revolu- 
tionary principles and aims of organized 
labor. Ina speech of absolutely painful in- 
tensity and interest he claimed the Pullman 
men were the victims of a conspiracy of the 
railroad managers. Then, contending labor 
had been *denied a forum and shut out from 
all redress, he declared the powers delegated 
to government had reverted to the people, 
and they were free to right their wrongs in 
their own way. 

Mr. Erwin’s voice had gradually been raised 
to the highest pitch, rang through the 
court-room like the blast of a clarion. The 
spectators leaned forward in their chairs and 
dtopped their lower jaws, the lawyers scowled 
and cast ominous glances at each other, the 
faces of Debs’ ai twitched with emotion, 
and even Judge = wriggied about uneas- 
ily, as if he could hardly contain himeelf 
until it was histurn. At last Mr. Erwin sat 
down, and then Judge Woods turned on him 
in an address which will be of interest and 
importance for years tocome. He intimated 
the suggestion of a conspiracy or. the part of 
the railroad peceers was ridiculous, and as 
to Mr. Erwin’s higher law talk informed him 
he was advocating a return to savagery. 

The upshot of it ali was, Debsism threw 
down the gauntlet and the government took 
itup. O ized labor openly espoused revo- 
lution anarchy. and the jaw marked out 
its policy of self-defense. Mr. Erwin deliber- 
abely put organized labor outside the law in 
ite methods, and Judge Woods laid down the 
rights of the people to put down a conspiracy 
to make the world stop revolving until Mr. 
Pullman conceded the schedule of 1893. The 
impression made on those in the court-room 
was that Mr. Erwin had ruined his cause, and 
Judge Woods had led the people into the 
Canaan of law and order. 
(Not the least sensational part of the day's 
proceédings was the unexpected continuance 
of all the contempt cases to Sept. 5 and the 
release of all the American Railway Union 
respondents on reduced bail. . 

The Proceedings Open. 

The proceedings opened by Mr. Erwin asking 
leave to file an unimportant supplementary 

“auswer, which was granted, and Mr. Gregory 

asking the court for a formal decision of hie 
motion to quash the information, which had 
been arguei Tuesday. Judge Woods then 
spoke in part as follows: 

'The substantial matter in this case is, that 
your purpose was to prevent the use of Pullman 
cars al in possession of railroad companies.

session for years. In other words, your effort is 
misdirected—it is unlawfully directed. What- 
ever may have been your rights with regard to 
sympathy with the Pullman employés, you had 

Ho right to extend your operations to an interfer- 
ence with Pullman cars that had already passed 
into the use of the agencies and instrumentalities 
of inter-State commerce. 

There is no question involved here of the right 
of railroad laborers, or any other class of labor- 
ers, or all laborers, to conibine, to organize, and 
to choose a and to have the benefit of 
head—entitied to take the advice and counsei of 
the men thus chosen—but it must always be ad- 
vice to do. a legal thing.

This was the end of the bill of particulars, 
and the debate recurred to Mr. Milchrist’s 
motion for a continuance, resulting in the ad- 
journment of the government contempt case 
to Sept. 5. But Mr. Miller, representing the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé vase, objected 
strenuously to postponing it along with the 
other.

‘PULLMAN TIDE TURNS 


OAR WHEEL OOMPANY OUTS LOOSE 
FROM ITS OLD EMPLOYES. 


Their Places Are Being Filled with New 
Men, Despite the Loud Boasts of the 
StrikerseLaundry Girls Are Given Sat- 
isfactory Protection from the Hoodlums 
Arrests Being Made of Leaders in 
Riots—Attorney Runnells Says Pauil- 
man’s Policy Remains Unchanged. 

The tide has turned at Pullman. Debs’ 
dupes have commenced to realize within the 
last twenty-four hours that their boasted 
strength is gradually sipping away from them. 
The Allen Paper Car Wheel compary has cut 
loose from its old employés and is filling 
their places with new men. It was loudly 
proclaimed Monday and Tuesday by the 
strikers that ‘this sort of thing could not be 
done, but the concern had fifteen good me- 
chanics, twelve of whom were entire stran- 
gers, at work yesterday and expects 
to have as many more today. Nine 
of the new and three old hands 
reported for duty at 6:30 a, m. and the others 
went on at noon. The new men live at West 
Pullman, Roseland, Grand Crossing, and 
other places in Chicago. One of the officials 
of the company said last evening that at the 
rate at which applications are being received 
the factory will have a full force by Saturday 
night. 

Under police protection that abs >lutely 
drives the noisy hoodlums and riotous bums 
into their hiding places the laundry girls have 
taken courage, and last evening when they 
stopped work to go home thirty-five marched 
out of the building. 

The strike committee had ifs spotter out try- 
ing to learn the names of the men bold enough 
to step into positions left vacant by those who 
refused to take them again, and some were fol- 
lowed to their homes, but no attempt was 
made to intimidate or assault any of them. 
In fact, the intimidating and assaulting busi- 
ness has received a vigorous setback by the 
arrest of three women and two men Tuesday 
evening, all of whom stand a fairly good show 
of going to the bridewell. Ex-State’s-Attorney 
Joel Longenecker is directing these arrests 
and conducting the prosecutions, and the lead- 
ers are finding out, much to their consterna- 
tion, thathe proposes to geta lot of their 
scalps. | 
The thirty-three members of the Central 
Strike committee at Kensington got a tip 
from some source yesterday that warrrnis 
were being prepared for their capiure and in 
consequence thereof more than one nan was 
trembling in hisboots. Hardly a single one of 
them has money enough to pay a heavy fine 
and they have a mortal terror of being com- 
pelled to serve 100 days in the brideweill. In 
all probability some of these arrests will be 
made today. 

George F. Brown and J. S. Runnels, Gen 
eral Manager and General Attorney respect- 
ively of the Pullman company, were at the 
Hotel Florence last evening consulting with 
the resident officials, but they said their visit 
had no special significance. In answer to 
questions Mr. Runnels said the company had 
made no change in its policy, would not make 
any, and he had no idea when an attempt 
would be made to open the works. 


DEPUTIES TIED UP THEIR CASH, 


— 


Brokers Have Their Commissions and 


Find It Hard to Realize. 

There is trouble among the Deputy United 
States Marshals who have recently been re- 
lieved from duty. Some of them have pawned 
their commissions as vouchers, and United 
States Marshal Arnoid will not recognize the 
brokers who have advanced the men money. 
Marshal Arnold will give no one a voucher 
unless the commission is presented and signed 
by the man to whom it was issued. Yester- 
day twenty-five ex-deputies presented them- 
selves in Justice Lyon’s court and wanted to 
tuke outa writ of replevin for their commis- 
sions, held by R. Fuller, a broker at No. 92 
La Salle street. They complained that without 
their commissions they could not collect the 
money due them. They claimed that the 
amount due was much in excess of that ad- 
vanced, Fuller had refused to surrender the 
commissions. The men decided, for lack of 
cash, to let the case go over until today, when 
a writ wili be taken out. 

It is said there are 200 deputies wno have 
pawned their commissions. They have been 
advanced from $15 te $35 each. They were 
drawing $2.50 adayhnd board, and claim 
Puller charged them 10 per cent at the rate 
of $2aday. Some say they had to pay 20 
cents on the dollar for the money advanced. 

Marshal Arnold said: “I warned these 
I told 
the brokers who came to me that it was 
‘risky’ for them to advance funds and that 
they must do it on their own responsibility.” 

Marshal Arnold yesterday reduced his force 
of deputies by about 500 men. This leaves 
the total number on duty at 200, as the Mar- 
shal has been gradually reducing his force for 
several days. 


PULLMAN’S OLD MATE A DRUNKARD. 
Charles Gardiner Is Sent to the Washing- 
tonian Home by Justice Robbins. 


Before the war, and back in New York State, 
Charles Gardiner and George M. Pullman 
were fellow-apprentices at the cabinetmaker’s 
bench, When Puliman came to Chicago and 
engaged in the house-raising «business Gar- 
diner came with him, and when Pullman 
started to build his first sleeping-car Gardiner 

-was his assistant and confidant. Subse. 
quently Gardiner was the foreman of Pull- 
man’s first shop, and many of the early pa- 
tents and improvements, it is said, were the 
result of his suggestion and creation. 
Drink was Gardiner’s only enemy. 
Through it’ he lost his place with 
his old companion and fellow-apprentice. 
Time and again he would be taken 
back to the shops only to be discharged for 
drunkenness. There has ever been a kindly 
feeling for Gardiner in the Pullman works, 
He has lived at Kensington and Pul!man 
ever since the towns were built, and dhily 
went into the shops and looked at the men 
working, begged a few dimes, and went to the 
nearest saloon, where he spent the remainder 
of the day. He talked but little and preferred 
to sip his glass by himself. Yesterday morn- 
ing, when arraigned for drunkenness, he 
stood before Justice Robbins,~his hands 
trembled so from the effect of drink he could 
not support himself and an officer had to hold 
him up. He pleaded guilty to habitual 
ew and was sent to the Washingtonian

BENCH WARRANTS FOR CONTEMPT. 


Strikers Charged with Interfering with 
Santa Fe Employes. 

Judge Grosscup issued bench warrants yes- 
terday for the arrest of August Kassler, Will- 
iam McCune, and Mike Cody, former em- 
ployés of the Santa Fé road, on the charge of 
contempt of court. The receivers of the Santa 
Fé filed a petition, alleging that the three 
men have been interfering with the employés 
of the road and have tried to hinder tne run- 
uing of trains. The petition says that on July 
15 and 16 they attempted to intimidate 
Mathias Boos, a car repairer, while he was at 
his work, and threatened to kili him if he did 
not quit the service of the company. The pe- 
tition alleged also that July 20 McCune

The Stock-Yards company increased its num- 
ber of engines to twenty-eight yesterday after- 
noon, the greatest number it has had since the 
strike began. Capt. O’Neil’s force was increased 
about noon by twenty-five men from Desplaines 
Street, Warren Avenue, and other stations. They 
will be sent into the packi district and dis- 
tributed about the railroad yards. All of the 
roads have commenced night work. and as yet no 
trouble has been reported, Fully 2,000 men and 
boys who applied for work in thie packing dis- 
trict were turned away yesterday. They brought 
with them their lunches, expecting a call to 
work. and they waited until long after the noon 
whistle sounded. 


Three More Indicted Men Give Bail. 

P. K. Harris, William J. McDade, and Arthur 
Moore, who were indicted by the Federal grand 
jury for alleged participation in the strike, gave 
bail yesterday. There are two indictments 
against each of them charging them with inter- 
fering with S. H. Maxwell, a shipper, in his con- 
stitutional rights and interfering with inter-State 
commerce. The bail on each charge was $3,000 
and Timothy E. Ryan, the ex-West Side Assessor, 
became surety for ail of them.

A 35-year-old Russian Jew, Simon Reskin, - 


repulsive and ignorant enough to pass for an 
Anarchist, created a sensation at o’clock 
yesterday morning by bombarding the pri- 
vate residence of George M. Pullman, north- 


street, with paving stones. 

The Pullman family is away from the city 
and the place is in charge of servants and 
watchmen. At the time of the bombard- 
ment one of the watchmen was sitting at the 
southwest corner of the front yard, next to the 
corner of the street. He saw Reskin walk 


north on the east sidewalk of Prairie avenue | 


until he had nearly cleared the residence and 
then suddenly throw a stone at the building.

The watchman ran toward him, but did not 
reach him until he had thrown a second stone, 
which passed through one of the front win- 
dows. By that time the watchman, who was 
still inside the stone coping, which is the only 
inclosure of thelawn, had reached over it 
and seized Reskin by the collar. As Reskin 
seemed to be feeling for a knife the watch- 
man struck him a blow with his fist, Reskin 
making a feeble pass at him in return. The 
watchinan then stepped over the coping and 
overpowered him.

of malicious mischief. 

Reskin is an unclean, ignorant, and idiotic- 
looking man, with blaek ~hair, dark 
complexion, and stubby’ black beard, 
He is under medium: size and shabbily. 
dressed. «He was armed with six stones, 
four of them as large as a man’s fist, and two 
as large as a hen’s egg, which he carried fold- 
ed upin an old spring overcoat, which was 
held between his arm and his breast. When 
arrested he was taciturn and indifferent, and 
refused to give any account of bimself. When 
the patrol wagon was mentioned, however, he 
relaxed sufficiently to say he wished it called. 
When he reached the Cottage Grove Avenue 
Station he was more communicative and 
talked the best he could in English, though he 
was almost unintelligible. 

Sergt. Prin elicited from Reskin that he 
was a tailor, had been out of worka year, 
and had never been employed by Pullman, 
He got excited and cursed Pullman, the cap- 
italists, and the United States, Government, 
He charged Pullman with being responsible 
for his being out of work and thought he 
would get even with him by breaking his win- 
dows. Hesaid Pullman would hear from

ossession, but no armsor explosives: He 
dwith him also his first naturalization 
papers. Sergt. Prin concluded he was a 
crank who had got worked up over the labor 
troubles, but who might also be an Anarchist. 

A reporter for THe’ Trisunsz saw Reskin in 
his cellat the Harrison Street Station. He 
was found sitting on a bench with six or eight 
other lazzaroni and as soon as his name was 
called came to the grating with a bound and 
a bow and began totalk withthe greatest 
volubility. Heseemed . perfectly calm and 
cheerful and rattled away as if he enjoyed 
talking. He managed to say he was 
a Russian, and had been in the country six 
years. The reason he threw the stonés was 
he did not want to see Pullman’so rich when 
he himself was starving. When asked if he 
was an Anarchist he seemed somewhat 
amused, and said he was not. As well as one 
could judge, making allowances for the man’s 
ignorance of the English language, his talk 
was incoherent, and he was insane. 

At the offices in the Pullman Building there 
did not seem to be much
